This  Manual  gives  detailed  instruction  and  illustrations 
for  the  airplane  owner  to  use  in  inspecting  his  airplane  for 
repair  and  maintenance.

NASAO  WANTS  AIRPORTS  OPEN  TO  ALL  PLANES 

Slate  aviation  oillcials  do  not  feel  there  Is  anything  that 
cannot  be  overcome  "by  intelligent  design  and  adequate 
traffic  control,"  that  would  merit  excluding  any  properly 
equipped  civil  plane  from  any  large  airport  because  of  land- 
ing area  capacity  Ilmilotions,  Crocker  Snow,  president  ol  the 
National  Association  of  Stale  Aviation  Officials,  told  the 
fourth  annual  meeting  of  Airport  Operators  Councul  m Mem- 
phis recently. 

Snow  listed  the  following  steps  that  can  be  taken  "to  al- 
low our  busiest  airports  safely  and  efficiently  to  handle  not 
only  today’p  but  tomonow's  airplane  trolllc": 

1.  Construction  of  simultaneously  usable  runways  and 
toxiways  to  make  them  effective,  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs 
ol  high  traffic  density  airports.  "While  (here  doesn’t  appear 
to  be  any  immediate  need,  large  numbers  of  smalt  aircraft 
landings  and  take-offs  could  be  provided  for  at  comparative- 
ly little  expense  on  portions  oi  the  airport  area  not  suitable  for 
air  carrier  runways,  or  in  many  coses  at  no  expense  by  using 
Inactive  toxiways  or  abandoned  short  runways." 

2.  Gliding,  landing,  and  runway  taxi  speeds  coiJd  be 
prescribed,  within  reasonable  limits,  whenever  continuing 
activity  approaches  the  capacity  of  any  particular  runway. 
This  could  apply  more  to  small  planes,  which  can  speed  up 
easier  than  large  planes  can  slow  down.  "This  may,  in 
some  instances,  require  that  high  and  low  speed  troffic  be 
kept  on  different  runways,  with  separate  traillc  patterns." 

3.  Radio  adequate  for  necessary  traffic  control  may 
properly  be  required  ol  planes  using  certain  airports.  As 
radar  approach  separation  becomes  more  effective,  thuv 
could  include  airborne  identification  beacons. 


THIS  AND  THAT 

CAA  has  amended  Us  regiUoitons  to  require  that,  wher\ 
the  date  oi  transfer  oi  ownership  oi  on  aircraft  precedes  the 
final  dote  lor  compliance  with  any  published  airworthiness 
dtrectlvu  applicable  to  ths  aircraft,  the  log  book  shall  be 
suitably  marked  showing  the  extent  of  compliance  and  non- 
comphance  with  those  directives. 


FLIGHT  FROM  CANADA  SIMPLIFIED 
Pilots  of  private  and  non-scheduled  aircraft  will  find  it 
much  simpler  io  enter  the  United  States  from  Canada  as  a 
result  of  an  agreement  negotiated  by  the  two  governments, 
occordmg  to  THE  CAA  lOUIlNAL 

Instead  oi  having  to  notify  U.  S.  Customs  and  U.  S.  im- 
migration authorities  separately,  a pilot  now  merely  files  a 
flight  plan  with  the  Canadian  Department  of  Transport.  This 
department  has  agre^  to  tronsmlt  It  to  the  CAA  Communica- 
tions Station  nearest  the  airport  of  entry.  The  CAA  lakes 
care  of  the  rest,  and  there  is  no  charge  to  the  pilot  for  these 
notification  services. 

Beyond  filing  a normal  visual  or  instrument  flight  plan, 
the  only  requirement  lor  the  pilot  is  to  include  the  numl^r  o' 
aliens  and  the  number  of  U.  S.  cltUens  aboard  and  to  request 
that  the  CAA  advise  U.  S.  Customs. 

This  CAA  notification  procedure  applies  only  when  the 
first  Intended  landing  Is  at  one  oi  the  33  airports  of  enry  in 
the  U.  S.  If  a pilot  wishes  to  lend  elsewhere,  he  must  make 
his  own  arrangements  with  the  U.  S.  Services  involved.

The  Annual  Slate  Model  Alrplcme  Contest  is  : cheduled 
to  be  held  in  Helena  on  luly  21  and  22.  The  winner  of  this 
model  airplane  meet  will  receive  a S300  scholarship.  Addi- 
tional prizes  will  include  an  all-expense  paid  trip  ior  the 
winner  to  the  Annual  International  Model  Airplane  Meet  in 
Detroit.  Michigan.  Other  prizes  including  trophies  and 
medals  will  be  given. 

All  pilots  In  the  State  are  urged  to  support  model  flight 
activities  which  give  the  boys  and  girls  ol  Montana  a vol- 
uable  Ixickground  for  the  time  when  they  will  be  flying  their 
own  aircraft. 

This  model  airplane  meet  Is  sponsored  by  Plymouth  and 
Chevrolet  dealers  and  you  as  o pilot  can  help  by  having  in- 
terested young  people  contact  the  local  Plymouth  or  Chev- 
rolet dealer  in  your  area.  You  con  also  help  by  discussing 
this  activity  with  these  cor  dealers  yourself  and  encourag- 
ing them  to  sponsor  model  flight  meets  locally. 

RUSSIA  AIDING  PERSIAN  LOCUST  WAR 
Russia  has  sent  eight  airplanes  to  Iron  (Persia)  with  23 
skilled  operators,  500  Ions  oi  poisoned  bran  and  c^ul  100 
Ions  of  insecticides  to  help  fight  a horde  of  locusts  in  northern 
Iran,  inlormed  sources  stale.  The  friendly  gesture  to  Iron,  in 
the  midst  of  the  Anglo-Ircmion  oil  dispute,  is  a copy  of  the 
United  Stales  aid  dispatched  over  a month  ago.  (DAILY. 
April  20)  At  that  lime,  in  response  to  a plea  Irom  the  Iranian 
government,  the  Department  of  Stale  rushed  three  Overseas 
Airline  Dougle.>  C-54's  to  Iron  loaded  with  eight  dusting 
aiipionc;.  a lull  crew  of  pilots  and  technicians  and  a supply 
of  insect  poison.  The  Stale  Department  old  was  dispatch^ 
under  the  ausptcoo  ol  the  Point  Four  program.

AOPA  HITS  PROPOSED  LF  RANGE  SHUTDOWNS 

Proposed  CAA  octlon  which  would  close  down  many 
low  Irequency  radio  ranges  as  omni  range  facilities  ore  com- 
missioned "would  strike  an  even  more  deadly  blow  at  all 
aviation"  than  the  previous  wholesale  shuldo'iPns  of  light 
beacons,  according  to  the  Aixctalt  Ovmers  and  Pilols  Asso- 
ciation. In  a letter  to  CAA  Administrator  C.  F.  Home.  AOPA 
has  charged  that  the  Industry  would  suffer  from  this  action 
because: 

(1)  Present  VOR's  do  not  have  the. wide  coverage  now 
available  from  LF  facilities. 

(2)  Decommissioning  program  makes  no  provision  for 
vital  dissemination  of  weother  information. 

(3)  Avallabtllty  and  cost  of  airborne  equipment  for  per- 
sonal aircraft  operators  poses  a real  problem.  Max  Korant. 
assistant  general  manager  ol  AOPA.  slated  in  his  letter  that 
required  equipment  would  cost  "the  better  part  of  $1,000." 

Karant  urged  that  AOPA  is  seriously  concerned  with  the 
entire  program  because  it  has  reason  to  believe  that  "VOR 
facilities  do  not  and  cannot  at  present  serve  the  mafortty  of 
those  who  fly,  at  least  as  well  as  they  ore  now  being  served 
by  L MF  facilities."  Problems  presented  by  these  considera- 
tions should  be  reconciled  before  the  program  lakes  place, 
not  after.  Korant  said. 

In  answer  to  Katanfs  letter.  CAA  Administrator  Home 
charged  that,  despite  an  invitation  to  AOPA  to  participate  in 
industry  discussions  of  the  problem  in  the  NAV  Panel. 
"AOPA  thus  far  has  not  seen  fit  to  take  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunity to  express  its  views"  in  this  manner.  Home  said 
the  Inviiatlon  silll  siands  and  CAA  hopes  AOPA  will  help  the 
panel  in  arriving  at  a constructive  solution. 

CAA  also  pointed  out  that  no  action  on  decommission- 
ing low  frequency  ranges  Is  scheduled  until  April,  1952,  and 
at  that  date  only  53  of  the  378  ranges  now  operating  would 
be  discontinued.  In  direct  response  to  the  AOPA  charges 
relative  to  weather  inJormalion.  CAA  said  it  will  strive  to 
obtain  NAV  Panel  approval  ol  a plan  to  retain  adequate 
low  frequency  ranges  to  provide  required  weather  data. 


FLIGHT  SAFETY  FOUNDATION  WARNS  APPLICATORS 
Flight  Safety  Foundation  has  added  aid  to  agricultural 
flying  to  its  1951  program.  First  bulletin  issued  to  crop 
dusters  and  sprayers  is  a postcard  advising  that  .012  of  a 
gram  of  concentrated  organic  phosphate  insecticide  is  a fatal 
dose.  The  cord  gives  poisoning  symptoms,  antidotes  and  ad- 
vises extreme  care  In  handling  even  the  commercial  con- 
centration. If  a pilot  should  crash  with  these  organic  phos- 
phate poisons  aboard,  "...  chances  of  escaping  contom- 
inallon  by  inhalation  are  almost  nil,"  the  FSF  warns.

CIVIL  AIR  REGULATIONS  AMENDMENT  51-2 
AIRMEN  IDENTinCATlON  CARD 
This  amendment  provides  tor  identification  and  requires 
each  holder  oi  on  airman's  certificate,  alter  Septer  1.  1951,  to 
have  in  hts  possession  an  airman  identification  card  (Form 
ACA  2135)  issued  by  the  Administrator. 

This  airman  identUication  card  shall  contain,  among 
other  data,  the  airman's  signature,  picture,  and  one  finger- 
print. Each  certificated  airman  shall  complete  an  application 
for  identification  card  (Form  ACA  2134)  and  shall  furnish 
documentary  evidence  ol  his  personal  identtlicarion,  cltizeri- 
ship.  place  and  date  of  birth,  and  the  type  of  airman  certifi- 
cate held.  It  should  be  noted  that  an  expired  airman  iden- 
tification card  (Form  ACA  935)  issued  during  World  War  II 
may  serve  as  sufllcleni  evidence  in  these  matters.  An  ap- 
plicant who  has  once  possessed  this  expired  identificolion 
card  but  is  unable  to  produce  it  at  the  time  of  application 
may  substitute  a letter  from  the  Airman  Records  Branch,  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C..  which, 
in  effect,  attests  to  the  issuance  and  contents  of  the  expired 
card.
